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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In response to the Office action mailed November 1 6, 2007 the 
Amendment has been receive3d on February 19, 2008. 

Claims 1 and 4 have been amended. 

Claims 1-11 are currently pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:. 
Claim 1 is allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious a computer 

tomograph, having at least one transmitter attached to the rotor for transmitting light in 
the direction of the axis of rotation, the light being modulated with the data, having at 
least one receiver mounted on the axis of rotation for receiving the light transmitted 
through free space by the transmitter as claimed in combination with all of the remaining 
limitations of the claim. 

Claims 2-1 1 are allowed by virtue of their dependence. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, seepages 4 and 5, filed February 19, 2008, with 
respect to claims 1-11 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 4-6 and 9 and objection of claims 1-3, 7, 8, 10 and 1 1 have been withdrawn. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hamada et al. (US Patent 6,718,005 B2), Kedmi et al. (US Patent 
5,354,993), Posluszny (US Patent 5,287,1 17) and Ermert et al. (US Patent 4,796,183) 
teach optical communication links for the medical imaging gantries.
